Beware of 
online scams, 
officials warn

Michigan residents who 

receive an e-mail asking them to 

verify bank account and social 

security numbers should beware. 

It's probably an Internet scam 
trying to steal your identity. 

"In the low-tech days, people 
would call people to scam them," 
said Attomey Gen, Mike Cox. 
“Now, more of it is going 
online." 

Identity theft is a crime on the 


rise, ‘said Terry Jungel, director of: » 
the‘ “Michigan ' Sheriffs": 
’ Association (MSA). 7) 


"It's a risk-free way for people 
to steal things without being con- 
fronted," said Jungel. 

The MSA has identified more 
than 800 kinds online scams and 
swindles and is conducting pub- 
lic awareness campaigns, Jungel 
said. 

The Attorney General's office 
is using a $600,000 pilot grant 
from the US Department of 
Health and Human Services to 
form a senior protection brigade 
and train local law enforcement 
officers and prosecutors to deal 
with online hoaxes. More than 
1,300 people have been trained 
so far to respond to Web scams. 

Comerica Bank, based in 
Detroit, has warned its customers 
not to respond to any e-mails 
asking for sensitive information. 

“Comerica does not ask for 
customers’ personal information 
via email or a link in ‘an email," 
said Scott Talley, Comerica's 
associate vice-president for cor- 
porate communications, 

Scam artists posing as repre- 
sentatives from Citibank and 
eBay have conducted similar 
ploys, according to Snopes.com, 
a popular urban-legend reference 
Web site. Urban legends are pop- 
ular but usually untrue stories 
and hoaxes. 

“Just because an e-mail looks 
like it comes from an entity you 
do business with doesn't mean it's 
genuine, and just because you're 
being directed to a Web page that 
looks like that entity's home page 
doesn't mean you're not being 
sent somewhere else,” reads the 
Snopes warning. "Beware the 
wolf in sheep's clothing lest you 
end up his dinner,”

Airway Automation, which 
was founded in 1978, builds 
parts feeding equipment and 
assembly line equipment for the 
auto industry. Most of the 
equipment manufactured at the 
plant is used to do transmission 
and engine assembly work. The 
equipment takes parts stored in 
a hopper, blows them through a 
tube using air compression to a 
noise piece that screws the parts 
into the end product. 

Ammond said ~— Airway 
Automation officials had been 
contemplating purchasing the 
water jet cutter for the last cou- 
ple of years. Omax, which is 
based in Washington, had one of 
the units on display at a trade 
show in Chicago last fall. By 
making the $210,877 purchase 
at the trade show, Airway 
Automation was able to cut 
costs on shipping of the water 
jet cutter, and the machine was 
already set up for operation. 

Ammond said the water jet 
cutter will allow the firm to do 
some of its steel frame work 
jobs in house, avoiding the need 
to outsource jobs to foundries 
in the region and gaining more 
control on costs and the timing 
of when equipment can be 
delivered to customers. The cut- 
ter also has additional capabili- 
ties, replacing the need to use 
two to three different machines 
to make a component for the 


equipment, 

“It’s make us a little more 
flexible and a little more com- 
petitive,” Ammond said. 

Bringing more work in house 
and expanding its facilities 
allowed Airway Automation to 
grow from cight employees in 
the early 1990s to the current 
workforce of 52 people. 

Ammond said that Airway 
Automation’s current manpower 
is able to operate the water jet 
cutter, which is run with com- 
puter equipment that reads com- 
puter aided drawings. 

“We're pretty sensitive to the 
fluctuations with the auto indus- 
try and I think this will help us 
ride out some of the slow times 


rather than adding jobs,” 
Ammond said.

Automation officials are consid- 
ering offering custom design 
work to other firms and individ- 
uals utilizing the water jet cut- 


‘ter. 


The Grayling City Council at 
its recent meeting approved a 
tax abatement for Airway 
Automation, giving the firm a 
50 percent tax cut on the water 
jet cutter over the next 12 years. 

“Their investing in the busi- 
ness is great for the community, 
and hopefully it will encourage 
them to do something else and 
possibly create more jobs,” said 
Grayling City Manager Allen 
Lowe.

DURING THE SAME week, Tony 
Rudy, deputy chief of staff to beclouded 
U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay when he was rid- 
ing high as the powerful and highly par- 
tisan Republican house leader, pleaded 
guilty in Washington to illegally 
attempting to influence legislation. while 
working with the Abramoff lobbying 
firm. 

Mr. Rudy was the second former top 
aide to Mr. DeLay caught in like circum- 
stances. Former DeLay press secretary 
Michael Scanton admitted similar sins 
last year. 

Rep. DeLay, out as House GOP leader 
but still a member, is in a legal and ethi- 
cal pickle himself in Texas, facing 
charges of undue influence in state elec- 
tions. , . 

Yes, indeed. With all his going on, 


congress had to do something, especial- 
ly before the November election. Much 
talk and many suggestions have floated 
about in the past months. 
* ok x 

THE SENATE ACTION still faces 
possible hurdles in the house, but it 
appears something may actually become 
law this year. However, zeal for genuine 
reform has melted since the early days of 
the initial Abramoff scandal revelations. 

Sen. Susan Collins of Maine, a point 
person for lobby reform in the senate, 
seems to sense as much. Quoted in a 
recent New York Times article, she said: 

“People have mixed feelings. On the 
one hand, they do recognize that we 
need to boost public confidence in the 
integrity of our decision-making. On he 
other hand, members regard themselves 
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as ethical, and some question whether 
we should be moving to fix the laws, 
when it was the laws that were broken.” 

She did not appear optimistic: “People 
have turned to other issues. This was our 
window, and I’m afraid it will be 
slammed shut.” 

Some legislators argue that the han- 
dling of the Abramoff case so far proves 
the current laws and system already 
work pretty well. 

* * * 

THE SENATE STAB at reform does 
not impress me. The bill would prohibit 
members from accepting free meals or 
direct gifts from lobbyists, and require 
lobbyists to reveal more information 
about their contacts with lawmakers. It 
does not, for example, prohibit privately 
financed travel for lawmakers. 


A free lunch its one of the least prob- 
lems of undue influence. Any vote that 
can be bought by a steak dinner, even 
with drinks, is not worth very much in 
the first place. It might even be offered 
to another buyer with a higher bid, like a 
seven course banquet. 

The big problem, in my opinion, is 
funding of campaigns, and not taking 
free meals or even direct bribery, which 
already is covered by law. 

In a problem as huge as an elephant, 
the senate has come up with the prover- 
bial fly swatter approach. It won’t even 
cause an itch to the elephant’s hide.

Boat safe and sober 


With hot weather right 
around the corner, there's no 
better place to spend a 
Michigan summer than on the 
water. But before you take to 
the waves for fun and adven- 
ture, please remember - boating 
and alcohol don't mix.

Many boaters don't realize 
that alcohol can be even more 
hazardous on water than on 
jand. As when driving a vehi- 
cle, alcohol impairs judgment, 
reaction time, balance, and 
vision. Out on the water, 
though, environmental factors 
such as sun, wind and motion 
can magnify the effects of alco- 
hol and accelerate a drinker's 


_ impairment. 


The misuse of alcohol is not 
only dangerous, it’s illegal.

The HSNI1 strain of the 
virus can be transmitted from 
bird to bird and can spread to 
domesticated poultry when wild 
birds come into contact with out- 
door flocks. 

To help Michigan’s small flock 
poultry owners learn to recognize 
the symptoms of avian influenza

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Consumers Can Avoid Problems 
by Watching for Warning Signs 


When it comes to your car's 
safety, brakes top the list of sys- 
tems that need monitoring. 
‘However, many people are 
‘unaware of the signs that indicate 
a car's brakes may need mainte- 
‘nance or repair. 

‘ For routine maintenance, if's 
important to check the vehicle's 
braking system at least once a 
‘year. A thorough inspection 
should include brake lining wear, 
brake fluid level, rotor thickness, 
condition of hoses and brake 
lines, brake and dash warning 
lights, as well as taking the car 
for a test drive to detect other 
potential brake system problems. 

It is important to be alert and 
recognize the danger signs of 
‘brake problems. Other warning 
‘signs include an illuminated 
brake warning light, brake grab- 
bing, low pedal feel, vibration, 
hard pedal feel and squealing. 

"Sometimes it's only a few 
miles between a soft brake pedal 
and a pedal that goes clear to the 
floor," said Stephen Powell, 
NAPA/ASE Technician of the 
Year and owner of Thoroughbred 


Transmissions & AutoCare, Inc. 
in Laurel, Md. "But consumers 
easily can protect themselves 
from brake failure by watching 
and listening for a few simple 
clues." 

Powell says noise is one of the 
leading indicators that something 
is awry with brakes. "Any out of 
the ordinary sound is often a sign 
that brakes have worn to the 
point they should be checked," 
he said. "Watch especially for a 
grinding noise, and if your 
brakes typically throw off brake 
dust on your wheels, look for a 
sudden increase or decrease in 
dust." He added that finding 
small metal flakes on the wheels 
is also a sign that brakes should 
be checked. 

Another leading indicator is 
the feel of the brake pedal, 
Powell said. If the car pulls left 
or right when braking, or if the 
front end shakes, those are both 
signs of excessive brake wear. If 
the brake pedal begins to feel 
spongy, it could be a sign that air 
has entered the brake system or 
fluid is low.

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"A mushy brake pedal, along 
with a decrease in brake fluid, 
could also indicate brake wear," 
Powell added. "Check the brake 
fluid reservoir to make sure it's 
topped off. If not, then brake 
fluid is likely remaining at the 
wheel to fill the space caused by 
wear." 

Many cars now have ABS 
(Automatic Braking System) that 
initiates a rapid- fire pumping 
sequence to the brakes to keep 
the car straight during sudden or 
hard braking. “If the ABS light 
illuminates on your instrument 
panel, then it's likely that the 
wheel sensors have detected 
excessive build-up of metal partt- 
cles from the brake system," 
Powell said. "Most cars are 
designed to shut down the ABS 
when excessive particle build-up 
occurs." 

Powell added that a shutdown 
ABS does not prevent you from 
stopping, just that the ABS fea- 
ture isn't working. 

Other tips: 

* Wheels should be pulled and

brakes checked once a year by an 
ASE- Certified technician. "It's 
not uncommon to replace brakes 
after 12,000-15,000 miles," 
Powell explained. An inspection 
typically includes the rotors, 
calipers, drums, pads, pistons 
and brake lines. 

* Brake systems should be 
flushed and brake fluid replaced 
every two years. “Brake fluid 
absorbs moisture in the system 
and becomes acidic after two 
years or 30,000 miles," Powell 
said. 

* Check your owner's manual 
or ask your ASE-Certified tech- 
nician to see what kind of brakes 
your car has and how they are 
adjusted. For example, most 
drum brakes are self-adjusting by 
backing up or engaging the 
emergency brake. 

* Regardless of care, brakes 
should most likely be replaced 
every 20,000- 30,000 miles. "Of 
course, how and where someone 
drives will greatly influence 
when brakes should — be 
replaced,” Powell emphasized. *
